Why is the county using an insurance 


program by the Provident Mutual 
Insurance Co.? The employes covered 
have complained about the way they 
have been treated and are treated by 
that company's indifferent and sar- 
castic attitude in settling claims and 
wrongs. AH is "just fine" when you talk 
to the insurance heads, but when you 
talk with the employes, they tell the 
truth about the dirty business they've 
been through. The county ought to 
prepare a simple questionnaire and 
present it to each employe and let the 
county employes decide which in- 
surance 
company they want to 


represent them. 


Providence Mutual Insurance Co. got 


the county's contract because the 
company's bid was $20 per employe 
lower than that of Blue Cross, ac- 
cording to County Judge Robert Dunn. 


Dunn defended the county's action in 


accepting the company's bid, saying he 
didn't feel it "stupid" to save money. 
Dunn noted that county employes have 
an option, under the current plan, to 
add family members to their insurance 
"at a stated fixed rate," and that 
premiums don't vary according to the 
amount of losses or claims made. 


He noted further that it is possible for 


an employe to enroll under the plan, 
have an appendectomy, and withdraw 
in the same month with no penalty. 


"In my opinion, it is the courts' 


responsibility to get the best deal on a 
premium plan," the judge said. "I think 
our people are satisfied. I've heard no 
complaints." 


Is Pat Batchelor qualified to be the 


county's district attorney? If so, why 
does the assistant district attorney 
handle all the cases? 


The requirements to serve as district 


attorney are that the individual be a 
licensed attorney in the State of Texas 
and be elected (or appointed, in the 
case of a vacancy between elections) to 
the office. District Attorney Pat Bat- 
chelor meets all the requirements. 


Batchelor explained that the cases in 


his office are divided three ways bet- 
ween himself, David Ralston, his first 
assistant, and John Jackson. 


Batchelor handles all grand jury 


work, all reciprocal 
child support 


cases, all extradition cases, half the 
felony cases, and half the federal civil 
suits filed against the county. 


Ralston handles half the felony cases, 


all the juvenile cases, and half the 
federal civil suits against the county. 


Jackson, who replaces Jim Gill in the 


office, will handle all misdemeanor 
cases in the county court and the justice 
courts. 


If the county can afford to spend the 


money they have spent on fighting 
lawsuits, why can't they spend some to 
purchase voting machines? 


County Judge Robert Dunn says he 


feels that the present method of voting 
in Navarro County is more efficient 
than machines, and leaves less margin 
for error than other systems. 


Dunn said he feels that older or less 


educated people would have a harder 
time using any type machine because 
they wouldn't understand what they 
had to do to vote. 


Dunn explained that putting in any 


new system would require an election 
judge to be present while people are 
voting just to explain what they have to 
do. And that situation, Dunn said, would 
take away the "privacy of secret 
ballots." 


Dunn also noted that voting machines 


cost $25,000 each and can only ac- 
comodate between 500 and 525 votes 
each. That would mean about 60 
machines would be needed for Navarro 
County. He termed 
that "cost 


prohibitive." 


Can a day care center, such as the 


Child Development Center managed by 
Community Services, Inc., charge the 
parents of children enrolled on days 
when the child is sick and does not 
attend? What about holidays, when the 
center is closed? When my children are 
sick and I have to stay home from work, 
I don't get paid. Also, it Is unfair to have 
to pay for holidays, especially when I 
don't get paid for holidays. 


The fee policy used by the Child 


Development Center is one of several 
standard fee schedules used by day 
care centers across the state, according 
to Jerome Vacek, executive director of 
Community Services, Inc., and is used 
in order to keep the center open. 


Unlike all the other child care centers 


operated by Community Services, the 
Child Development Center is a self- 
supporting operation which is funded 
almost exclusively through the fees 
parents pay. As with all Community 
Services Centers, it is a non-profit 
operation. 


"Unlike our other centers," Vacek 


explained, "the fees collected (at the 
Child Development Center) are the 
basic support for the center. The center 
must, by law, be fully staffed for our 
enrollment whether a child attends on a 
given day or not." 


Vacek said state regulations require 


a specific size staff based on the cen- 
ter's enrollment, and that the services 
are available based on reservation, not 
attendance. 


"There are centers which require 


payment during the summer months, 
even though children are not attending, 
just to hold a reservation," he noted. 


The fee change which came this fall, 


incidentally, should have been in effect 
since the spring, Vacek said. A 
misunderstanding on the part of a 
Development Center administrator was 
the reason the schedule was not in- 
stigated until the fall, he said.

Ranger stand against Texas 
Power and Light's proposed 34 
per cent rate hike Tuesday 
night, opting to join other Texas 
cities 
in opposition to the 


proposal. 


Having voted a week ago not 


to suspend action, the city 
commission voted unanimously 
Tuesday to suspend action on 
TP&L's request 
and 
began 


procedures toward hiring rate 
consultants 
to 
present 
a 


counterproposal to the TP&L 
figures. 


Suspension of the rate in- 


crease gives the city 120 days in 
which 
to prepare 
a 
rate 


schedule of its own. 


ALSO, THE TIME lapse will 


probably enable the city to 
await the Texas Public Utility 
Commission's ruling on electric 
rates for rural areas, the rate 
which most observers feel will 
be the one the utility com- 
mission will lean toward when 
city rate cases are appealed to 
it by TP&L. 


Commission action followed a 


public hearing on the proposal 
and a presentation of TP&L's 
reasons for proposing the in- 
crease by District Manager 
Embry Ferguson. 


As he has since joined the 


commission, 
Commissioner 


R.A. Armistead presented a 
counter-picture to the utility's 
bleak financial statements. 


Ferguson, using a 20-page 


presentation with 12 charts, 
said 
his 
company's 
main 


problem is having enough fuel. 


CALLING LOCAL LIGNITE 


deposits 
a 
"God-send," 


Ferguson said that while this 
insures enough fuel for the 
future, the costs of building and 
operating 
lignite plants is 


greater than for gas-oil plants 
which must be phased out in the 
1980's. 


Because of the 
increased 


construction costs, 
Ferguson 


said TP&L's financial condition 
is "slipping badly." 


He cited declines 
in the 


company's 
pre-tax 
interest 


coverage and common equity 
and increases in the company's 
embedded 
interest. 
Fur- 


thermore, 
Ferguson 
pointed 


out, TP&L's ability to generate 


internal construction funds has 
failed to keep pace with rising 
construction costs. 


Ferguson added that TP&L's 


last rate increase was "less of 
an increase than we needed 
many months after we needed 
it." 


He said the average 34 per 


cent increase would help TP&L 
maintain its financial stability 
under mid-1979. 


Ferguson said the increased 


rates would help "restore the 
confidence of the investment 
community, including buyers of 
our common stock." 


Armistead 
countered 


Ferguson's 
bleak 
financial 


picture with "eight little facts," 
which he said showed the 
electric company to be in better 
financial 
shape 
than 
most 


utilities. 


IN THE 
FIRST PLACE, 


Armistead said, TP&L still has 
its coveted AAA bond rating, 
one of only three utilities in the 
country to possess such. 


Armistead also 
said 
that 


during the last 11 years, TP&L's 
earnings per share, book value 
of stock and dividends per share 
have grown steadily to new 
highs. 


Borrowing a phrase from the 


TP&L release when the com- 
pany first asked for the rate 
hike, 
Armistead 
repeatedly 


questioned whether TP&L is 
suffering 
the 
"financial 


deterioration" it claims. 


Other 
examples 
of 
the 


company's solid financial base, 
according to Armistead, are the 
fact that the company operates 
on 47 per cent of its total ear- 
nings and distributes 53 per cent 
as dividends; the company 
shows all-time high dividends; 
the increasing fuel costs are 
already being passed along 
through the fuel adjustment 
clause; TP&L is one of the top 
17 utilities in the nation ac- 
cording to Standard and Poor's 
"Outlook" magazine; second 
and third quarter earnings for 
1976 were up over similar 
periods 
in 
1975 and 
from 


November of 1975 to November 
of 1976, the company's con- 
solidated net income increased 
from $11,757,000 to $145,133,000. 


Saying, "I think everybody 


would like to say 'No'" to the 
increase, Armistead said the 
city's main problem is "how 


best to oppose the increase." 


CITY ATTORNEY GLENN 


Stewart suggested suspending 
the 
increase, 
securing 
the 


consultants, 
at 
TP&L's ex- 


pense, and presenting a counter 
proposal. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


agreed, saying that the city 
would eventually have to take 
action on the matter, but that 
the commission could benefit 
from the professional help and 
from joining other Texas cities 
as an intervenor in the Public 
Utility Commission's case in- 
volving 
TP&L 
and 
unin- 


corporated areas. 


Commissioner Gene Johnson, 


after 
Commissioners Wayne 


Norris and H.R. Stroube Jr. had 
made and seconded the motion 
to suspend achon, said he is 
"totally against" the rate in- 
crease. 


Johnson questioned Ferguson 


about TP&L's calls for con- 
sumer conservation but won- 
dered "Where does TP&L cut 
back." 


He said that the 
electric 


company's system-wide budget 
of $728,000 for advertising "may 
not be much to you, but why 
can't some of that be cut." 


Johnson also wondered why 


TP&L needs to advertise when 
its the only company in town. 


Ferguson sa;d that TP&L has 


cut back its number of em- 
ployes locally by four over the 
past year and that the company 
feels advertising is necessary to 
let 
the 
electric 
company 


communicate 
with 
its 


customers. Much of the ad- 
vertising, he said, is hints on 
how to keep electric costs low.

x-rays there revealed that the blade had also passed into his 
stomach. Shelton said that doctors advised him that once the 
blades were in the man's stomach they would pass out of the 
mans body with out great danger.

People who tend to think of 


social security as a retirement 
program sometimes forget that 
it 
does 
more 
than 
pay 


retirement 
and 
health 
in- 


surance benefits in old age, 
according to David Helmer, 
Corsicana 
Social 
Security 


Manager. An equally important 
purpose of the social security 
program is to protect the family 
against the loss of a bread- 
winner's earnings if certain 
events happen to him at any 
age. 


The fact is, social security has 


never operated as "just a 
retirement program". 
From 


the time the first benefits were 
paid in 1940 the emphasis has 
been 
on 
family 
protection. 


Benefits are paid to a worker's 
dependents 
if 
he 
becomes 


disabled at any age, to his 
dependents when he retires, and 
to surviving dependents when 
he dies. 


The first benefits paid in 1940 


went to retired workers, their 
wives at age 65, children under 
18, widows with minor cj.ildren 


in their care, or at age 65, and 
dependent parents 65 or older. 
This 
was 
a 
result 
of 
a 


Congressional change in the 
original 1935 social security act. 
It had become clear that in 
order to fulfill its objective of 
preventing 
the 
kind 
of 


widespread economic depen- 
dency and poverty that came 
out of the depression, the em- 
phasis had to be on the family 
unit. Those who depended on the 
worker's earnings for their 
support 
needed 
insurance 


against the loss of those ear- 
nings as much as did the in- 
dividual worker. 


The 
disability 
insurance 


program, started in 1956, and 
the Medicare program initiated 
in 1966, expanded this concept of 
family protection. 


Disability benefits are paid at 


any age to the worker and his 
dependents if the worker has 
worked 
long 
enough under 


social 
security and 
suffers 


disability which is expected to 
prevent 
him or 
her 
from 


working a 'year or more or to 


result in death. A prolonged 
illness of the breadwinner can 
rapidly deplete family savings 
and other resources. 
Many 


families can't afford the cost of 
private insurance for what they 
may view as only a remote 
possibility. 


Medicare helps pay hospital 


and doctor bills to persons age 
65 and over and to people 
disabled for two years or more. 
The high cost of health care in 
old age or during a prolonged 
illness 
has 
traditionally 


threatened 
family 
financial 


security. 


Family protection provided 


by social security increased 
with the recognition in the law 
of the increasing role of women 
as breadwinners. If a female 
worker 
dies 
or 
becomes 


disabled, her children may be 
entitled to benefits on the same 
basis 
as 
when 
the 
male 


breadwinner dies or becomes 
disabled. Before 1967, depen- 
dency on the mother's earnings 
had to be proven before benefits 
could be paid. 
..

A Houston film maker was in 


Corsicana yesterday to meet 
with local teachers concerning 
a project that will produce eight 
10-minute films about the area. 


The project, funded through a 


grant 
from 
the 
National 


Endowment for the Arts, will 
primarily concern CHS students 
in making the 8-millimeter 
sound films. 


Ed Hugetz, of the 
Rice 


University Media Center, will 
conduct the course in con- 
junction with CHS teachers 
Pansy 
Montgomery, 
Pat 


Henderson, Jimmie Lou Scott, 
and Marianne Anderson. 


FOUR CHS CLASSES will be 


selected to participate in the 
project, 
which will include 


developing ideas, shooting the 
film, and editing the .material 
into 15 minute films for use on 
public 
television 
or 
cable 


television stations. 


Hugetz said the project was 


designed to show citizens how 
economically a quality f ilm can 
be made, giving the general 
public access to the television 
airwaves. 


Working in similar programs 


across Texas, Hugetz has been 
involved with the production of 
about 150 such films. 


In the local effort, subject 


material will be limited to 
areas of interest about Cor- 
sicana and Navarro County. 


Each film will be produced at 


a cost of about $50—not in- 
cluding Hugetz's fee—which the 
film maker said is a cost 
reasonable to many citizens 
who might be interested in 
expressing an idea through 
film. 


"This whole experiment is to 


show that film can be an 
economical 
means 
of 
ex- 


pression," Hugetz explained. 
"The question has always been, 
can such a film be made 
economically 
and 
still 
be 


meaningful to both the viewer 
and the film maker? I think so." 


HUGETZ SAID THE hardest 


part of such an endeavor is for 
students to settle on a topic 
which is meaningful to them. He 
said he plans to work closely 
with the local teachers so that 
they can continue such projects 
without his assistance in the 
future. 


The four classes selected will 


be divided into two groups to 
work on the project. Hugetz will 
begin his workshops on March 
21, continuing here until May 14. 
The films produced will be 
shown at the Warehouse Living 
Arts Center on May 10th, during 
Fine Arts Fortnight. 


In addition to the films 


produced by the students, the 
Warehouse 
and 
the 
local 


Historical Society will work 


together to produce one film on 
architectural trends and styles 
in the county.

Navarro County officials may be 
bought by the Navarro County 
Commissioners after a study 
authorized Monday of a plan 
presented by District Attorney 
Pat Batchelor is completed. 


The 
policy, according 
to 


Batchelor, would cover all law 
suits against the county officials 
in the preformance of their 
duties, including suits 
that 


allege infringement of an in- 
dividual's civil rights. 


Up to now there was no 


company 
offering 
insurance 


that 
covered 
civil 
rights 


lawsuits. Batchelor told the 
commissioners that through the 
National Sheriff's Association 
there is a company now that will 
underwrite the handling of such 
suits against county officials 
and pay up to "half a million in 
damages" if the judgement 
goes against the county. 


"It's a. real bargain," Bat- 


chelor said, "and you get free 
legal aid." 


He added that as 
he un- 


derstands the policy "all you do 
is hand the care over to their 
lawyers and they handle it." He 
explained that there were no 
deductions in the policy and that 
premiums were low. Batchelor 
said that the total cost to the 
county 
was 
extremely 
low 


compared to the "phenomenal" 
fee paid to Earl Luma to handle 
the jail suit against the county. 


According to the district 


attorney, the policy's premiums 
vary 
with 
different 
risk 


classifications. The high risk 
classification 
includes 
the 


sheriff, 11 deputies, four jailers; 
two justices of the peace, the 
county judge, the district judge, 
four people in Batchelor's office 
and four probation officers. The 
premium rate for high risk 
would be $68 a year. The low 
risk 
classifications 
would 


probably 
include 
the 
four 


commissioners 
and 
that 


premium rate is about nine 
dollars a year. 


Precinct 
1 
Commissioner 


Clint Bell made a motion that 
the county accept the idea and 
go ahead get the insurance. 
Commissioner Billy Hargrove 
said that 
the court 
would 


probably have to advertise for 
bids. County Judge Rob Dunn 
agreed. Bell's motion died for 
lack of a second. 


Hargrove made a motion that 


the county study the policy and 
then advertise for bids.

Both home, commercial 
construction up in 
1976

New home construction and 


commercial construction were 
both on the rise in 1976, a fact 
that 
pleases 
Corsicana's 


Municipal Services 
Director 


Delma Ware. 


Ware, who released year-end 


figures for local construction 
Thursday, said new resident 
construction starts — including 
new homes and multi-family 
structures 
— 
were 
up 


"significantly" from 1975 totals. 


"I'm glad to see the city back 


up over the average," Ware 
said of the figures. "We show a 
good increase this year, and I 
will forecast an even bigger 
increase next year." 


AS OF DEC. 
31 , permits 


had been issued for 97 new 
homes and another 24 single 
family units which were a part 
of multi-family structures. In 
1975, 
Ware's 
office 
issued 


permits for only 84 new homes. 


The cost for the average home 


in 1976 was alsa higher than in 
the preceding year, at $32,885. 
Total value of the permits 
issued was $3,189,861. 


Construction trends broke a 


two-year backslide last year, 
when new home starts posted an 
increase. 
Ware 
said 
con- 


struction peaked locally in 1973, 
when 141 permits were issued 
for new homes. 


Partly 
because 
of 
over- 


building and partly because of 
inflation, totals for 1974 and 1975 
were far short of that year, 
Ware explained. 


In 1975, the average home 


cost $28,000. But Ware said at 
least eight per cent of the in- 
crease this year came because 
of spiraling construction costs. 


BASED ON A FIVE -YEAR 


period which ended in 1973, 
Ware said Corsicana should 
expect about 100 new residence 
starts each year. The 1976 total 
excedes that figure 
by 21 


residences. 


"The homes 
(in 1976) are 


definitely higher priced than a 
year ago," he said, "and we are 
up in total dollar value. A lot of 
that is due to inflation." 


Ware said that from what he 


could see, long term credit for 
housing is apparently easier to 
get today than in the past few 


years. A "tight money market" 
has been cited in recent years 
as a handicap to builders. 


Commercial construction was 


also on the rise in 1976, with 
projects such as the Atlas 
Architectural Metal plant and 
the new Stewart Motor com- 
pany showroom boosting the 
year-end figures. 


Twenty permits 
for com- 


mercial 
construct, 
totalling 


$1,172,448, were issued during 
that year. That is 7 more starts 
than in 1975, which showed 13 
commercial permits issued for 
a total value of $1,546,931. 


MORE 
PEOPLE 
WERE 


apparently remodeling as well, 
with 195 permits issued last 
year for a total value of 
$1,362,830. Although that is 51 
more permits issued last year 
than in 1975, the dollar value is 
down by about $1,005,922 for 
1976 over 1975. 


A total of eight multi-family 


dwellings were built in 1975, 
four duplexes and four four- 
plexes. Value of those struc- 
tures totalled $372,112.

pointments. 


He had waited until 1:30 for the 


others, but one day he started at 1 p.m. 
right in the middle of America's 
favorite soap opera. That just won't do, 
Jimmy; you must do better. 


Really I read a serious criticism of 


,him for doing that, and I'll have to 
admit that I was put out just a little bit. 
The truth is, however, that if he never 
makes a bigger mistake than that one, 
he will be fortunate. 


MISTAKES AND criticism are going 


to come. Jerry Ford is right; Carter 
will learn that you can't just push a 
button and solve inflation or anything 
else. 
The 
attitude 
of Americans • 


towards their presidents would be 
humorous if it weren't so serious. We 
know that they aren't gods and will 
make mistakes; yet when they do make 
them, we act as if they had committed 
the unpardonable. 


So far in making his cabinet selec- 


tions he has appointed too many 
blacks; he hasn't appointed enough 
blacks. He has appointed too many 
women; he hasn't appointed enough 
women. He has appointed too many 
people from previous administrations; 
he hasn't appointed enough with high 
experience in their backgrounds. Too 
few news conferences has been a 
frequent criticism; too many news 
conferences was heard last week about 
Carter. So we have a hard time making 
up our collective minds. 


SOON THERE WILL BE serious 


mistakes from some viewpoints made 
by the new president. Whatever he says 


about pardoning the draft evaders will 
be fertile ground for complaints and a 
big "mistake," unless President Ford 
beats him to it before leaving office. 


The lines are already forming on 


what he does to ease inflation and 
unemployment. There is a real sticker 
there because economists agree that 
what is done to help inflation will in- 
crease unemployment. A "get tough" 
policy on economic policies, meaning 
spending policies, will add to unem- 
ployment. Another sticker will be to 
decide on a tax reduction or more 
spending to increase jobs. That one is 
being argued even before he makes the 
final decision. 


THEN IN THE realm of foreign 


policies the lines are already forming 
over the Panama Canal Zone policy. It 
is either hold on for dear life to what we 
already have and don't give an inch or 
work out a new treaty to give Panama a 


stronger feeling of owning the Zone, 
which they do, only we have leased it 
"in perpetuity," meaning forever. So 
please the hardliners here and an- 
tagonize all Latin Americans, or work 
out a more favorable treaty and please 
all Latin Americans at the cost of 
displeasing the local hardliners, like 
Ronald Reagan. 


I have one word of advice for Jimmy 


Carter: don't even use the term "gun 
control" if you mind a little criticism. 
Also just let your wife handle the ERA 
amendment; there is just no way you 
can win on that one. 


Now a word for all of you who think 


you don't have anything to be thankful 
for: you do, because you don't have to 
solve all of those problems. Since you 
don't and Jimmy Carter does, why not 
practice a little longsuffering and give 
him a chance? Even let him make a few 
mistakes while learning.
